Every effort to bind" the mon 
together In this struggle Is being 
made. Yesterday (Wednesday) ofll- 

dais of tlie Milk Producers Associa- 
tion met with the oQlcials of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
their headquarters, and It -Is hoped 
that the milk producers will be grant- 
ed a charter. 

The dealers are having a great dtal 
of trouble getting theij supply. Mony 
of Uie sources of supply have come 
from districts where Inspection is, 
not made and this milk has boon re- 
jected at Chicago it Is reported.. 

Several of the small dealers of Chi- 
cago have had their licenses revoked 
for distribution of uninspected milk. 
It is reported that 70 percent of the 
Chicago district milk la being with- 
held from the Chicago market. 

The farmers themselves are fairing 
far bef.tpr than the distributors as 
most of them are skimming their 
milk. Trevor, Wilmot and Zion being 
nearby stations for tills outlet. - 

The Borden company Is reported as 
having real.dlfllculty in getting their 
supply. 

The association has received nu- 
merous offers of help from other asso- 
ciation, a marked assistance coming 
In the nature of a telegram from Iowa 
headquarters of the milk producers of 
that state, informing the Chicago dis- 
trict that no milk would be delivered 
in that state for Chicago shipment 
This wUl be a heavy blow to the din- 
tributors. 

The regular county meeting of the 
Milk Producers association was held 
at WoudsLOck Wednesday and produc- 
ers from all counties were invited, 
Marketing company and association 
men alike. It la expected that Im- 
portant developments may come fiom 
this meeting. 

The Marketing -company bag offered 
the uae of two plants, the one at Chi- 
cago and at Burlington. Mr. Marks 
at Burlington stated that he would 
keep that plant going night and day 
if necessary to take care of ship* 
ments.

RAPIDLY PROGRESSING 

Illinois now has the largest itro- 
grara for tho eradication of tubercul- 
osis of any slate In tho Union, ac- 
cording to M. H. Peterson, in charge 
of T, B. eradication work for tho Il- 
linois Agricultural AfeBOclatlon. Lake 
county farmcrB are vitally luterestmg 
In seeing this disease cleaned up and 
the county Is actively supporting the 
campaign.. 

A total of 43 counties either have 
county veterinarians emidoyed or 
have appropriations for tbolr hire to 
test herds In the county for tubercu- 
losis. Eleven county farm hurcaue 
have matched the 3100 reward offer 
of the Illinois Agricultuinl Associa- 
tion for the nrst arrest and conviction' 
within the county of hooUeggers of 
UiherculOBls cattle. 

"Illinois Is now on the road to her 
rightful, place among tho statCH that 
can furnish good clean catllo to buy- 
ers from other Btate*} and foreign 
countrros because she has shown her 
determination to clean up the ijreat* 
est menace to the cattle Indus'.ry-tu- 
berculoBis," declares Mr. Peterson. 
The counties which are potllni,' on an 
active campaign are tho ones most 
favored by buyers." 

Mr. Peters.on states that under the 
present system of apportioning the 
state and federal idemnily (nnds. 75 
per cent of these funds are usml In 
counties employing area veterinarians 
and the remaining 25 per cent spread 
over the 59 counties which have made 
no approprlatlonsr This accounts for 
the fact that new herds nre being add- 
ed to the list ot herds nndec Federal 
Supervision very slowly li; iho latter 
cr.unlles and why there has been such 
a rapid increase in the numbnr of 
'counties which have hired area veter- 
inarians, he says. 

"The amount of taxes contributed 
to the Idemnlty appropriation Is pr-)- 
portlonally the same in every cnuniy 
In Illinois," declares Mr. Peterson. 
"But the farmers In counties which 
liavo not appropriated monoy to hire 
an area veterinarian are paying for 
the reactors In the herds ot farmers 
who live In counties that have'."

Milk producers have appealed to 
tho Chicago Federation of Labor to 
assist them in forming a trade union 
and to obtain a charter from the 
American Federation of Labor. 

It is tho first'timo that a producers' 
organization of fanners has sought 
a Charter from the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, ^he purpose is to ob- 
tain the support of the trade unions 
in Chicago aud adjoining counties to 
make the strike against the milk dis- 
tributors more efftfctlve. 

If the milk producers hecomo a 
trade union, tho milk wagon drivers 
might be called out on a sympathetic 
strike with them. * 

John Fitzpalrick, president of tho 
Chicago Federation of Labor, Invited 
the ofllcers of the Milk Producers' as- 
sociation to meet with the -executive 
committee of the federation at 16G 
W. Washington street next Wednes- 
day afternoon at two o'clock, when 
the question of organizing tho milk 
producers will bo taken up. 

O. L. Staley of Waukegan, president 
of the Central Labor Council of Lake 
county, appeared at the meeting of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor in 
Musicians' hall and asked permission 
to make a statement from the plat- 
form, which was granted. 

He said Frank T. Fowler, spokes- 
man for the milk producers, had ask- 
ed him to use his good offices In assist- 
ing tho milk producers to organize a 
union, similar to the labor unions. 

He said the producers desired this 
organization be afilllatcd with tho 
American Federation ot Labor. The 
milk wagon drivers and the milk 
handlers, he said, were organized, and 
the producers wanted to do llkowiso. 
"The unions have organized the 
other trades in connection with the 
handling of milk." said Mr. Fltz- 
patrlck. "To organize tlio milk pro- 
ducers would ho to go outside of that 
scope. If they want to do that, well 
and good. I am glad this matter 
came up and believe it Is' a connection 
between the workers on the farms 
and tho workers In the city that ought 
to be made. 

"Tliat connection must bo mada 
sooner or later. If Mr. Fowler will 
meet with our executive committee 
Wednesday we will try and find out 
If organization of milk produC'Srs a 
long trade union lines la possible.'
